Job  1 1 ,   Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

Periodic  inspections  of  the  boundary  v;ere  made  with 
normal  maintenance  activities  consisting  of  repainting 
line  trees,  removal  of  encroaching  brush  and  replacement 
of  fallen  or  defaced  boundary  markers. 

Job  19.   Deer  Salt  Licks 

Salt  licks  maintained  for  deer   were  resalted  in  the 
spring. 
11.   MANAGEMENT 

Job  20.  Managed  Hunts 
1  .   Squi  rrel  Hunt 

Through  the  use  of  a  season  permit,  issued  without 
charge  to  all  applicants  at  each  of  the  district  offices, 
hunters  were  permitted  to  still  hunt  for  squirrels  and 
rabbits  on  this  area  during  the  period  October  7  through 
November  5,  1967.   Supervision  was  limited  to  spot  checks 
by  District  personnel.   Fev/  hunters  took  advantage  of  the 
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opportunity  to  hunt  on  this  area  and  limited  spot 
checlis  made  the  first  tv/o  days  indicated  the  average 
kill  was  little  more  than  one-half  squirrel  per 
effort.  There  was  no  apparent  interest  in  still 
hunting  for  rabbits.   This  was  not  considered  a 
good  squirrel  year  on  this  area. 
2.   Deer  Hunts 

a.  Archery 

Through  the  use  of  season  permits  archers  v;ere 
permitted  to  take  either  sex  deer  at  any  time  during 
the  period  October  7  through  January  10  except  December 
2  and  3.   During  these  latter  dates  only  legal  bucks 
might  be  taken  to  coincide  with  the  gun  hunt  v/hich 
also  had  this  restriction.   Only  a  light  turnout 
of  archers  with  no  known  kills. 

b.  Gun  Hunt 

The  managed  hunt  was  held  November  2h  -   26  and  December 
2  and  3.   It  was  scheduled  for  either  sex  hunting  during 
the  first  period  unless  fifty  animals  were  taken.   Any 
of  the  first  three  days  left  after  this  number  was 
reached  and  the  two  days  in  December  would  be  limited 
to  legal  bucks.   Daily  permits  were  issued  to  each 
hunter  and  deer  killed  were  examined  at  the  weighing 
station.   Only  thirty-seven  animals  were  taken,  twenty- 
six  bucks  and  eleven  does.   Ten  bucks  and  four  does  v;ere 
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aged  at  six  months,  nine  bucks  were  placed  in  tiie 

one  and  one-half  year  class,  and  seven  bucks  and 

five  does  were  two  and  one-half  years  or  older.   It 

was  not  possible  to  age  two  animals.   Eighteen  of 

the  deer   v/ere  taken  with  rifles  and  nineteen  with 

shotguns.

A.       Personnel 

A  dragline  operator,  boat  captain,  and  two  utility  laborers  are 
presently  employed  for  year  round  marsh  work.    All  project 
work  on  Biloxi  Marshlands  P.  S.  G.  has  been  conducted  under 
tlie  direction  of  the  Assistant  Project  Leader  and  the  District  Biologist. 
1.    DEVELOPMENT 

Job  1,    Earthen    Work  and  Maintenance 

During  the  period  from  July  1,   1967  through  June  30,   1968 
the  dragline  installed  and  maintained  earthen  fills  on  various 
sections  of  the  management  area.     Earthen  structures  were 
re-inforced  and  installed  in  most  of  the  major  bayous 
including  Bayou  Magill,  Bayou  Biloxi,  Lakeshore  Bayou, 
Bayou  Grand,  Bayou  Cutoff,  Bayou  Padre,  and  Bayou  Hascuse. 
Also  dredging  was  done  in  front  of  many  of  the  wooden  structures 
and  material  taken  out  was  packed  on  each  bank  to  rebuild  the 
sides. 

Other  work  on  the  area  consisted  of  levee  maintenance,  boundary 
maintenance,  patrol,  etc. 
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Job  2.     Wooden  Structures 

All  wooden  structures  were  patrolled  at  random  and 
presently  appear  to  be  in  top  condition.  Dredging  is 
planned  for  the  front  side  of  several  more  of  these 
sites. 

Job  3.     Controlled  Burning 

Controlled  burning  at  selected  sites  was  conducted  prior 
to  tlie  waterfowl  season.     This  produced  ideal  ecology 
for  Olney's  three -corner  grass  (Scirpus  Qlneyi),  an 
important  food  for  geese  and  certain  fur -bearers.

This  job  v;as  partially  cosipletecl.   Road  righh-of-vay  was 
widened,  ditches  completed  and  some  culverts  installed, 
native  gravel  and  vash  gravel  as  set  up  under  this  job 
has  been  requisitioned  and  as  soon  as  received  it  ■will 
be  spread  as  needed  on  the  road.

This  job  is  constantly  being  performed  throughout  the 
year  as  signs  are  being  replaced  which  have  been 
vandalized.   Some  boundary  line  v;as  repainted  during  the 
year . 


Job  13-  HfcU'baceous  Seedings 

1.  Dove  J  Black  FrtincoD.in  and  Turkey 

Several  acres  of  the  1,000  acre  fenced  area,  tvo 
upland  and  one  duck  food  p3.ot  v/ere  disced  and 
planted  to  good  wildlife  foods.  All  areas  planted 
are  receiving  heav'y  use  by  the  different  game  species. 
Planting  of  vheat  in  the  fall  and  bro\v-n-top  millet 
in  the  spring  contin'ues  to  furnish  excellent  dove 
hunting  during  September  in  addition  to  furnishing 
good  quail  and  turkey  habitat .  Expericental  releases 
of  Black  Francolin  has  seemed  to  have  failed.   No 
birds  have  been  seen  %-7ithin  the  past  six  months. 

2.  Waterfowl 

The  seven  (?)  acre  duck  food  plot  vas  disced  and 
planted  to  millet  for  futuxe  duck  use.   The  fence 
around  this  area  was  repaired  to  good  order. 
Job  ik.     Thinning  and  Clearing 

As  set  up  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers'  Forester  assigned 
the  Bodcau  Area  one  compartment  of  timber  was  marked  and 
bids  are  now  being  processed  to  con:plete  thinning.  Monies 
received  from  these  thinning  sales  v,'ill  be  used  to  complete 
the  fencing  project. 
Job  l6.   Population  Control 

1.  Predator  Control 

Several  coyotes,  fox  and  stray  dogs  were  trapped  by 
the  Utility  Laborer  assigned  this  area. 
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2.   Trapping  Season 

As  in  past  years  the  area  v.'as  open  to  trapping  of 

fur  bearers.   Five  (5)  requests  vere  received  to 

trap  on  this  area  and  only  minor  success  was  obtained. 

Job  18.  Fish  or  V/ildI.ife  Stocking 

Dui'ing  this  segiaent  the  experimental  release  of  Black 
Francolin  has  been  completed.   It  is  doubtful  that  this 
release  v.'ill  be  successful.   No  birds  have  been  seen  or 
heard  within  the  last  six  (6)  months.  The  turkey  release 
is  still  progressing  fa.vorably.   Birds  can  be  heard 
gobbling  during  the  spring  months  and  hens  have  been  seen 
occasionally  throughout  the  year. 

Job  19.   Salt  Licks 

Salt  \ra.s   purchased  and  all  salt  licks  were  replenished. 

Job  21.  Control  Buj-ning 

This  Job  v/as  completed  when  approximately  1,000  acres 
of  old  fallow  fields  and  timber  lands  were  control 
burned  during  late  winter.   Very  good  results  v/ere  received 
and  a  variety  of  the  game  species  were  noted  utilizing 
succulent  food  stuffs  as  a  result  of  these  burns. 
II.   MAMGEMENT 

Job  20.   Managed  Hunts 

All  hunting  seasons  are  designed  to  coincide  v/ith  the 
reg-ular  statewide  season.  As  in  past  years  the  area 
was  open  to  hunting  all  native  game  species  by  requirement 
of  a  season  permit.   Spot  checks  revealed  a  very  successful 
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squirrel  and  deer  sear-on.  l>ack  hijuiting  is  very  popular 
with  moderate  success.  Dove  hunting  is  good,  vjhile  the 
fenced  plots  fu.rnish  excellent  quail  hunting.

II.    MANAGEMENT 

Job  20.    Managed  Himts 

1.      Squirrel  and  Rabbit  Hunt:    Hunters  were  permitted  to 
still  himt  for  squirrels  and  rabbits  on  this  area  during 
the  period  of  October  7th  -  November  5,   1987,  on  a 
season  permit  basis.    These  permits  were  issued  to 
all  applicants,  free  of  charge,  at  each  of  the  District 
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offices.    Hunt  supervision  was  restricted  to  spot  checks 
by  District  IV  personnel.    Squirrel  and  rabbit  hunting 
this  year  was  about  average  for  the  area.    An  estimated 
1,  000  man-days  of  squirrel  hunting  was  provided  with 
approximately  2,  000  squirrels  being  killed  for  an 
average  of  2.0  squirrels  per  hunter  effort.    Rabbit 
hunting  is  done  primarily  in  conjunction  with  squirrel 
himting  because  no  dogs  are  allowed  on  the  area. 
Waterfowl  Hunt:    Waterfowl  hunting  was  allowed  on  a 
season  permit  basis  and  raji  concurrent  v/ith  the  out- 
side season  except  during  the  five-day  deer  hunt. 
Permits  were  issued  to  all  applicants,  free  of  charge, 
at  each  of  the  District  offices.    No  permanent  duck 
blinds  were  permitted  during  this  h\int.    Himt  super- 
vision was  restricted  to  bag  checks  by  District  IV 
personnel. 

Extremely  dry  weather  and  a  restricted  bag  limit 
reduced  hunter  participation  and  kill  from  that  of  the 
previous  season.    An  estimated  250  man- days  of  duck 
hunting  v;as  provided  with  an  average  of  one  duck  per 
hunter  effort  being  recorded. 
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Deer  Ilvuit 

a.  Archery:    The  hiuitiiig  of  either- sex  deer  w?.s  legal 
except  during  the  five  da.ys  of  the  managed  gun  hunt. 
The  season  was  open  during  the  period  October  7th 
through  January  10,  1968,  being  closed  for  only 
tv/o  days,  November  23rd  and  December  Isl.    A 
season  permit  was  required.    Supervision  was 
limited  to  spot  checks  by  District  IV  personnel. 

Hunter  ppalicipation  was  good  with  an  estimated 
10  deer  being  killed. 

b.  Gun  Hunt:    A  five-day  bucks-only  deer  hunt  was 
held  on  this  area.    This  hunt  was  divided  ii:to  two 
parts,  November  24-2G,  and  December  2 -3,   1967. 
The  use  of  dogs  was  prohibited  and  only  daily  per- 
mits accepted.    Hunters  were  issued  permits 
daily  and  were  required  to  return  them  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  day's  hunt.    Three  permit  stations 
v/ere  operated  and  they  opened  at  4:00  Ai^A  and 
hunters  were  required  to  check  out  by  5:00  PM. 
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Deer  were  checked  by  various  permit  station 

operators  and  the  kill  data  was  recorded.    Permit 

station  operators  and  road  guards  checked  vehicles 

for  illegal  kills.    Table  I  shows  hunter  participation 

and  kill,  and  Table  II  shows  kill  data.

I.   DEVELOPMENT 

Job  2»    Dams 

Three  ponds,  less  than  an  acre  in  size,  were  constructed. 
These  were  constructed  at  the  heads  of  small  watersheds 
by  enlarging  the  natural  bed  of  the  drain  and  using 
the  spoil  as  a  retaining  wall.   One  of  the  smaller 
ponds  was  constructed  in  the  forty  acre  dove  shooting 
plot.   These  ponds  were  established  to  provide  year 
around  free  water  for  wildlife. 

Job  7.    Fencing 

The  twelve  mile  fence  around  the  supplemental  food  plots 
underwent  considerable  repair  during  the  year.   Numerous 
posts  were  replaced  and  new  wire  v;as  installed  at  several 
places.   The  fence  around  the  forty  acre  dove  shooting 
plot  discussed  in  Job  7  of  the  Annual  Report  for  I966-67 
was  completed  during  this  fiscal  year.  The  cattle 
guards  were  not  purchased  due  to  lack  of  time  for  their 
Instal 1  at  ion. 

Job  11.   Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

The  boundary  v/as  brushed  and  line  trees  repainted.   Fallen 
and  defaced  boundary  markers  were  replaced.   No  new  entrance 


signs  v/ere  requirea. 

Job  12„   Planting  Trees  and  Shrubs 

Seedlings  available  were  not  considered  suitable 
for  conditions  on  this  area  and  no  time  v/as  devoted 
to  this  job. 
Job  13.    Herbaceous  Seedings 

Approximately  twenty  acres  of  wheat  were  planted  in 
the  fall  within  the  fenced  area.   These  plantings  did 
well  and  v;ere  utilized  by  deer,    turkey,  doves,  rabbits 
and  quail.   About  the  same  acreage  was  planted  to 
brown  top  millet  in  the  late  spring  in  the  seme  area. 
Approximately  t'vo-thirds  of  the  forty  acre  dove  shooting 
plot  was  also  planted  to  brown  top  millet  in  late  spring. 
On  this  plot,  strips  about  fifteen  feet  wide  v/ere  planted 
with  unpl anted  strips  that  will  be  disked  from  time  to 
time  between  each  planted  strip.   These  unplanted  strips 
are  designed  to  serve  as  "landing  strips"  for  doves.   Ail 
plantings  were  made  as  discussed  in  the  work  plan. 

Job  ]h.        Clearing 

Due  to  higher  priorities  for  land  clearing  equipment, 
nothing  other  than  selection  of  seven  five  acre  plots 
v;as  accomplished  on  this  job.   Landowner  approval  of 
these  plots  has  been  secured. 

Job  16.    Population  Control 

Area  personnel  assisted  the  owner  in  removing  hogs  from 
the  fenced  section  of  this  area.   Methods  used  in  this 
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operation  v/ere  trapping  and  driving  witln  the  use 
of  dogs.   Records  of  numbers  removed  were  not  kept 
as  the  hog  owner  worked  by  himself  at  times.   Most  of 
the  hogs  were  removed,   !t  v/as  not  considered  necessary 
to  remove  any  predators. 

Job  17.   Wildlife  Stocking 

Sight  and  sign  records  of  turkeys  on  this  area  indicate 
a  good  population  of  turkeys  over  the  area.   in  April 
several  gobblers  were  heard  during  early  morning 
"gobbling"  chec(;s.   No  additional  birds  were  released 
as  the  birds  are  well  dispersed  and  young  were  observed 
during  the  summer.   Shelled  corn  was  put  out  from  time 
to  time  at  prospective  trapping  sites. 

Job  19.    Deer  Salt  Licks 

Salt  licks  maintained  for  deer  were  resalted  in  the  spring. 

Job  21.   Control  Burning 

Only  a  small  amount  of  control  burning  was  made  by  the 
landowner  with  help  fran  area  personnel. 
II.   MANAGEMENT 

Job  8.    Public  Use  Facilities 

The  hunter  camp  site  maintained  for  use  during  the 
managed  hunts  was  used  considerably  during  this  period. 
As  the  landowner  v/ished  to  assume  the  responsibility 
for  providing  this  facility  in  the  future,  the  only 
activity  on  this  job  was  cleaning  up  before  and  after 
the  hunts.   This  camping  area  received  so  much  use  that 
another  site  was  suggested  to  the  landov^ner  for  development.

2.  Squirrel  and  Rafoit  Hunt 

Squirrel  hunts  vere  successful  but  hunting  pressure  did 
not  increase  substantially.  Spot  checks  of  331  shoved 
that  792  squirrels  vere  bagged  for  an  average  of  2.^1-  bushy 
tails  per  hunting  effort.  Land  clearing  in  the  hai'dvood 
bottoms  vill  reduce  future  squirrel  kills.

The  fences  around  the  wildlife  plots  and  oil  v/el  1 
sites  were  repaired  as  needed  during  the  year. 
Little  maintenance  v/as  required. 

Job  11.   Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

The  forty  mile  boundary  was  checked  periodically 
and  fallen  and  defaced  boundary  markers  replaced. 
Most  of  the  boundary  consists  of  fence  maintained  by 
the  landov/ner.   To  make  the  boundary  more  effective, 
an  occasional  fence  post  between  the  boundary  markers 
is  given  a  touch  of  orange  paint.

Pocket  gopher  control  v;as  necessary 
on  this  area  also.   Seedlings  planted  last  year  show 
good  growth.

The  nine  one  acre  plots  were  planted  to  brown  top 
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millet.   instead  of  common  lespedeza  as  described 
In  the  work  plan,  oak  seedlings  viere      set  out  in  seme 
of  the  plots.   The  millet  v;as  planted  in  late  spring 
and  early  summer. 

Job  18.   V/ildl  ife  Stocking 

In  January  and  February,  twelve  hens  and  five  gobblers 
were  released  on  this  area.   These  birds  v/ere  trapped 
in  Mississippi  by  Commission  personnel.   Corn  has  been 
kept  readily  available  for  these  birds.   The  birds  are 
seen  frequently  near  the  release  site. 

Job  19,   Deer  Salt  Licks 

Salt  licks  maintained  for  deer  were  resalted  in  the 
spring.

Job  5.    Roads 

The  v;oods  roads  within  the  area  were  maintained  with 
the  use  of  a  farm  tractor  and  hand  tools.   Some  time 
was  devoted  to  grading  roads  within  the  area  v/i  th  the 
use  of  the  landov/ner's  equipment. 

Job  20.   Managed  Hunts 

1.    Squirrel  and  Rabbit 

Through  the  use  of  season  permits,  hunters  were  able 
to  still  hunt  squirrels  and  rabbits  during  the  entire 
period  of  the  state-v;i de  season  which  began  on  October 
7,  1967  and  terminated  January  10,  1968  for  squirrels  and 
February  11,  I968  for  rabbits.   Not  much  interest  was 
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shown  in  the  rabbit  hunting  but  squirrel  humting  attracted 
a  fair  number  of  hunters  during  the  early  days  of  the 
season.   Spot  checks  of  hunters  made  during  October  in- 
dicated an  average  bag  of  three  squirrels. 

2.  Quail  and  V/oodcock 

Through  the  use  of  season  permits  hunters  v/ere  permitted 
to  hunt  quail  and  woodcock  during  the  period  of  the 
statewide  season  except  during  the  deer  season. 
Participation  in  the  hunt  v;as  good.   Bag  check  information 
has  been  lost  or  misplaced  but  quite  likely  the  average 
hunter  took  about  five  birds  per  trip. 

3.  Archery  Season  for  Deer 

As  on  the  other  management  areaSj  an  archery  hunt  for 
deer  v;as  held.  Participation  was  light  with  no  known 
kills. 

h.  Managed  Buck  Hunt 

Through  the  use  of  season  permits  a  hunt  for  legal  buck 
deer  v/as  held  during  the  period  December  16-24.   Dogs 
were  not  permitted.   Hunter  turn  out  was  light  and  a 
few  deer  ki 1  led. 

5.    Either  Sex  Deer  Hunt 

An  either  sex  deer   hunt  was  held  the  first  day  of  the 
Louisiana  deer  season  with  hunters  checked  in  and  out 
and  kill  examined  by  a  game  technician.

The  boundary  was  checked  in  the  late  summer  and 
fallen  and  defaced  boundary  markers  were  replaced. 

Job  12,   Planting  Trees  and  Shrubs 

Approximately  300  sav;  tooth  oak  seedlings  were  set 
out  on  some  of  the  smaller  v;ildlife  plots.  These 
were  set  out  with  enough  spacing  that  they  might 
be  cultivated  with  a  farm  tractor.   Those  set  out 
last  year  show  excellent  growth. 

Job  13.   Herbaceous  Seedings 

Those  wildlife  plots  with  a  sod  of  native  grasses  and  those 
established  to  bahia  grass  vjere   bush-hogged  one  or  more 
times  during  the  year.   In  the  fall  approximately 
twenty  acres  were  planted  with  wheat  to  benefit  turkeys 
as  vie]]    as   an  attempt  to  bring  deer  out  to  where  they 
might  be  harvested  by  hunters.   In  the  late  spring  about 
twenty-five  acres  of  brown  top  millet  v/as  planted 
primarily  for  turkeys.  The  dove  plot  mentioned  in  the 
work  plan  was  not  actually  planted  as  too  thick  a  stand 
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has  resulted  in  tlie  past  frar\   seed  left  en  the  ground 
from  the  previous  year.   The  field  was  disked  and 
fertilized  however  and  quite  lil;e]y  the  millet  will 
have  to  be  thinned  with  a  harrow. 

Job  14.   Clearing 

Due  to  the  press  of  other  duties  little  was  accomplished 
on  this  job.   Some  plans  were  made  to  enlarge  a  fevi   of 
the  wi Idl ife  plots. 

Job  16,   Population  Control 

During  this  year  hogs  were  not  as  numerous  as  in  the 
past.   The  Area  Supervisor  reported  killing  thirty-two. 
Most  he  shot  in  conjunction  v;ith  his  other  duties  but  some 
were  taken  in  deer  traps.   The  reduced  population  is 
probably  a  result  of  the  emphasis  placed  on  hog  removal 
last  year  and  a  fairly  high  population  of  coyotes. 

Job  18,   Wildl ife  Stocking 

While  not  mentioned  in  the  work  plan,  the  turkey  release 
of  February  and  March  of  1967  was  supplemented  with  a 
release  of  six  hens  and  three  gobblers.

Job  h.        Bridges 

Small  bridges  and  creek  crossings  maintained  on  woods 
roads  for  the  use  of  hunters  and  area  personnel  were 
repaired  as  needed  during  the  year.   To  facilitate 
deer   trapping  a  few  were  added.   in  all  cases,  they 
viere   short,  single  span  bridges  with  little  or  no 
dirt  v;o  r  l< .

Hunt 
supervision  was  limited  to  bag  check  by  District  IV 
personnel. 

3.  Deer  Hujit: 

a.  Archery:    Tlie  archery  season  was  open  on  a 
season  permit  basis  for  either- sex  deer  from 
October  7th  through  January  lOth.    Hunter  par- 
ticipation was  very  low  and  no  deer  were  recorded 
as  having  been  tal^en  with  bow.    Supervision  was 
limited  to  spot  checks  by  District  IV  personnel. 

b.  Gun  Hunt:    A  bucks-only  season  was  conducted  on 

a  season  permit  basis.    These  permits  were  issued 
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at  the  District  offices,  free  of  charge.    This 
season  was  concurrent  with  the  outside  area  which 
was  a  40-day  season  running  from  November  24th 
through  December  17th,  with  a  second  segment 
opening  on  December  26th  and  closing  January  10th. 
This  was  a  still  himt  only.    Supervision  was  limited 
to  spot  checks  by  District  IV  personnel.    Hunter 
participation  was  low  due  to  the  overflow  conditions 
later  in  the  season  with  poor  access  into  major 
parts  of  the  area.    However,  hunter  success  was 
good  and  probably  surpassed  that  of  the  surrounding 
area.

Camping  ai'-ea  sites  near  U.  S.  Higliway  80  were  maintained 
periodically  throiighout  the  yeaj:*  by  clipping  with  tractor 
and  bush  hog.  No  dozer  work  was  accomplished. 

Job  11.   Signs  and  Eoimdary  Markers 

The  existing  lai'ge  permanent  entrance  markers  (redwood) 
on  U.  S.  Kigliway  8o  was  re-worked  and  re -painted. 
T^relve  pieces  oi   2  inch  redwood  limber  V7as  pur-chased 
for  the  construction  of  2  entrance  markers  along  Inter- 
state 20  rlighway. 

All  exterior  and  interior  boundary  lines  were  maintained 
in  good  condition.  Line  trees  were  re-,painted  and  boundary 
markers  replaced  where  necessaxy.  Bo-undary  around  the 
waterfowl  refuge  was  checked  periodically  also.

Approximately  32  acres  in  h   food  plots  were  pre- 
pared, fertilized  and  seeded  to  bro\-7ntop  millet. 
A  good  stand  axid  seed  production  was  obtained.   A 
disc  sjid  seeder  were  purchased. 

A  1^  inch  well  was  drilled  plus  a  pump  and  dies el 
motor  was  installed  on  the  impoujidment .

Turkey 
usage  was  low  but  heavy  utilization  by  deer  occurred. 

Factor  in- 
volved is  hea?jj   spring  flooding  the  past  three  years. 
Highest  turkey  population  was  approximately  I30 
birds  in  1965-66. 
Job  1^.   Tliinning  and  Clearing 

1.  Approximately  320  acres  of  timber  was  marked  for 
sale  dui'ing  the  project  period.  Objectives  were 
to  stimulate  or  release  desirable  mast  producing 
trees  plus  the  creation  of  additional  deer  browse. 
Results  on  the  1200  acre  tract  previously  logged 
were  very  good.  Deer  use  of  cut -over  tracts  is 
high . 

VJork  continued  on  the  timber  research  plots  and  the 
results  will  be  reported  under  W-29-R-15. 

2.  No  additional  wildlife  openings  were  established 
during  the  project  year.

Hunting  pi^essure  was  medium  to 
hlgli  3Xid  squirrel  kills  were  about  2,5-3.0  per  hujit- 
ing  effort.   The  hunt  was  very  successful. 

2.  Raccoon  Hunt 

An  experimental  raccoon  field  trial  was  held  on  the 
area  in  September  by  The  Louisiaxia  Coon  Hunter  Assoc- 
iation.  The  hunt  was  controlled  and  cooperation  from 
the  hunters  was ;  good.  ■  ■ 

3.  VJ'aterfovrl  Hmit 

Hunters  once  again  had  a  d.ecent  season.  Approxi- 
mately 600  acres  within  the  greentree  impoundment 
was  flooded  with  a  ik   inch  p-ump  and  well  prior  to 
the  season.   Good  duck  shooting  occurred  during  the 
last  portion  of  the  hunt,  yet,  the  196?  season  was 
not  as  good  as  the  1966. 

Duck  usage  of  the  waterfowl  refuge  was  high.   Several 
thousa,nd  birds  utilized  the  area;  mostly  mallards 
and  wood  ducks.   Farming  areas  in  the  vicinity  still 
are  pulling  many  of  our  waterfovrl. 
k.     Deer  Hunts 

The  area  was  open  for  3  days  any  deer  plus  a  long 
bucks  only  hunt.  Approximately  I50  deer  were  har- 
vested; 106  animals  were  killed  during  the  first 
3  days  (Table  l).  Hunting  pressure  was  tallied  by 
issuing  daily  permits  during  the  first  5  days  of  the

The  construction  of  a  new  Area  Supervisor's 
cabin  was  set  up  in  this  segment.  After  much 
consideration,  it  was  decided  that  no  action 
would  be  taken  on  this  job  since  the  present 
lease  on  the  Area  expires  on  June  30,  19  70.

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Job  11.   Signs  and  Boundary  Markers 

All  of  the-'  existliig  road  triarkers  on  the 
A'rea  were  taken  down,  painted,  and  re- 
stenciled.   In  addition  to  the  existing 
markers,  approximately  50  new  markers  were 
placed  on  roads  at  strategic  locations. 
These  signs  were  stenciled  on  1x4  pine 
boards  painted  white  and  attached  to 
creosoted  post. 

Approximately  five  miles  of  boundary  line 
had  to  be  repainted  due  to  timber  cutting 
operations.   Also  boundary  marker  signs  were 
replaced  wherever  needed  along  the  boundary 
lines.  .   . 

Job  19.   Salt  Licks 

The  34  existi'ag  artificially  established 
salt  licks  were  replenished  with  coarse  salt, 
This  job  was  done  by  working  1,600  pounds  of 
salt  into  the  soil  v^ith  a  shovel.   These 
licks  are  distributed  over  the  entire  Area. 
Heavy  utilization  by  deer  was  noticed  on  all 
of  the  salt  licks. '  Free  ranging  cattle  are 
also  utilizing  the  salt  licks  since  they 
are  not  fenced.

Job  1.    Buildings 

The  existing  Area  Supervisor  cabin 'was 
kept  in  good  repair.   No  repairs  were 
required  during  the  year.   The  primary 
work  done  on  this  job  consisted  of  inaintain- 
ing  the  grounds  and  yard. 
Job  4.   Bridges  and  Culverts 

IVo  existing  bridges  were  re-built  during 
this  segment.   Both  of  these  bridges  were 
short  span  bridges  and  used  for  hunter  access. 
One  bridge,  approximately  14  feet  in  length, 
was  on  the  "Old  Tram  Road"  where  it  crosses 
Curtis  Creek,   The  other  bridge,  approximate- 
ly 10  feet  in  length,  was  on  the  "Chaney  Road" 
where  it  crosses  Middle  Creek. 
In  repairing  both  of  these  bridges,  the 
stringers  and  decking  was  replaced.   Construc- 
tion was  done  by  Area  personnel  assisted  by 
crews  of  the  local  land  owners. 
The  fill  to  several  other  bridges  on  the  Area 
were  repaired.   This  job  consisted  of  using 
a  Ford  tractor  and  slip  and  hauling  in  dirt 
to  the  bridge  approach. 
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Job  8.    Public  Use  Facilities 

The  three  existing  over-night  camping 
areas,  totaling  approxiraatoly  15  acres, 
were  mowed  three  times  during  the  year. 
These  areas  v^ere  mov;cd  twice  during  the 
early  spring  and  sumraer  and  again  just 
prior  to  the  opening  of  squirrel  season. 
Trash  barrels  were  placed  in  each  camping 
area  and  v^ere  emptied  at  least  once  a  v^eek 
from  the  opening  of  squirrel  season  through 
the  deer  season.   If  use  of  the  barrels  so 
demanded,  during  peak  camping  season, 
these  barrels  were  emptied  more  often. 
During  the  hunting  seasons  and  also  during 
the  summer  vacation  period  ^  each  area  V7as 
cleaned  from  cans,  bottles,  and  litter  left 
on  the  area.   This  v7ork  was  performed  by 
Area  personnel. 

Job  13.   Thinning  and  Clearing 

The  five  existing  bahia  grass  plots  which 
were  developed  for  turkey  on  the  Area,  V7ere 
not  maintained  during  the  year.  These  plots 
were  developed  before  the  Area  was  increased 
in  size  in  1960  in  au  effort  to  hold  the 
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turkey  within  the  boundary  of  the  Area. 
However,  the  turkey  nov?  on  the  Area  do  not 
utilize  these  plots  because  of  their 
locations. 

Siiice  the  plots  v^ere  not  utilized  by  the 
turkey  on  the  Area,  these  plots  v/ill  not 
be  maintained .

This  job  was  set  up  primarily  to  control 
predators  in  the  release  area  of  the  red 
junglefowl.   No  v7ork  was  done  on  this  job 
since  the  released  birds  have  left  the  Area, 
Only  two  birds,  both  males,  have  been 
reported  during  the  year. 

Job  20.   Managed  Hunts 

1. Squirrel  and  Rabbit  Hunt 

A  managed  hunt  for  squirrel  and  rabbits  was 
held  on  the  Area  during  the  period  from 
October  7  -  November  5,  1967.   The  use  of 
dogs  V7as  not  permitted  on  the  Area  during 
this  hunt.   The  hunters  v;ere  allowed  on 
the  Area  during  the  season  by  a  season 
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permit  system.   These  permits  xvere  issued 
from  District  offices  prior  to  the  season. 
Ail  statewide  bag  limits  and  shooting  hours 
applied  to  this  hmit. 

District  personnel  made  spot  checks  for 
permits  and  kill  during  the  entire  hunt. 
The  estimated  squirrel  kill  derived  from 
Spot  checks  was  slightly  above  two  squirrels 
per  effort.   Very  fex>7  rabbits  vjere    taken 
during  the  season. 
2.  Quail  Hunt 

A  managed  quail  hunt  V7as  held  on  the  Area 
during  the  period  from  December  26  -  Febru- 
ary 28.   Quail  hunters  were  allowed  to  use 
bird  dogs 5  but  were  required  to  have  them 
under  strict  control  at  all  times. 
The  season  permit,  issued  from  all  District 
offices  prior  to  the  season,  was  required  to 
hunt  the  Area.   The  hunter  did  not  have  to 
register  his  kill,  so  no  figures  on  hunters 
success  are  available.   Since  this  Area  is 
not  good  quail  range,  the  kill  was  very  light, 
but  some  hunter  recreation  was  offered. 


The  Area  Supervisor  made  routine  spot 
checks  of  quail  hunters  checking  for  permits 
and  kills. 
3.  Deer  Hunts 
a.  Archery 

An  archery  season  was  held  on  the  Area 
during  the  period  from  October  7,  1967  - 
January  10,  19C8.   During  this  period,  all 
game  which  was  in  season  was  legal  to  be 
taken.   All  State  laws  applied  to  this 
season. 

Hunters  vjere  allowed  on  the  Area  by  a  season 
permit  system.   These  permits  v;ere  issued 
from  all  District  Offices  beginning  about 
September  10,  1967.   Spot  checks  for  permits 
were  made  throughout  the  season  by  District 
V  personnel. 

The  most  sought  after  species  during  this 
hunt  was  deer.   There  v^as  not  an  accurate 
count  made  on  the  deer  kill,  since  hunters 
were  not  required  to  register  their  kill. 
The  Area  Supervisor  estimated  that  at  least 
40  deer  were  taken  by  archers.   Either  sex 
deer  were  legal  on  the  Area  during  this  hunt. 


b.  Gun  Hunt 

During  the  period  November  lk-1^   and 
December  2-3,  1968,  a  managed  deer  hunt 
was  held  on  this  area.   This  season  was 
set  so  as  to  include  tv;o  v;eek-ends  thus 
hoping  to  offer  more  hunter  participation. 
On  November  24,  all  deer,  except  spotted 
fax'jns,  were  legal.   During  the  rem.aining 
four  days,  legal  bucks  only  were  taken. 
In  order  for  a  hunter  to  enter  the  Area 
he  had  to  surrender  his  valid  hunting 
license  in  exchange  for  a  daily  permit. 
These  permits  V7ere  issued  at  four  stations 
on  the  Area  beginning  at  5:00  A.M.   The 
hunter  had  to  be  off  the  Area  by  5:00  P.M. 
During  the  five  day  deer  season  a  total 
of  10,130  permits  were  issued.   Table  I 
gives  the  number  of  permits  issued  daily  by 
each  of  the  four  permit  stations. 
A  hunter  who  v;as  successful  in  killing  a 
deer  V7as  required  to  take  his  kill  by  either 
of  the  two  check  stations  so  that  it  could 
be  recorded  and  certain  biologtal  information 


coul.d  be  obtained.   A  total  of  642  legal 
deer  killed  v^as  recorded  during  the  five 
day  season.   Of  this  total,  598  V7ere 
taken  on  opening  day  v;hen  either  sex  deer 
was  legal.  Table  II  shov7S  deer  kill  per 
day  by  sex. 

The  computed  live  v/eights  based  on  632 
samples  is  shown  in  Table  III.   All  age 
groups  show  an  increase  in  average 
computed  live  weights  over  the  previous 
year.

C.   Management 

1.  Turkey 

There  were  no  more  turkey  released  on  this  area 
this  year  since  we  X'/ere  unable  to  trap  an}Tnore 
in  District  VII  this  year.   The  turkey  on  the 
area  have  been  seen  by  some  of  the  deer  hunters 
during  the  deer  season,  but  none  have  been  seen 
by  our  personnel.   We  have  seen  some  turkey  sign 
on  several  instances  while  working  on  the  area. 

2.  Deer  Hunts 

a.   Archery 

The  archery  hunt  was  opened  each  week-end 
from.  October  7  through  November  19.   A  total 
of  two  hundred  and  ninty  one  (291)  hunting 
efforts  resulted  in  no  kill  on  this  area. 
Several  hunters  had  some  exceptionally  good 
shots  at  deer,  but  none  hit  any  of  them. 
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b.  Gun   Hvmt 

Three  hundred  and  ninty  seven  (397)  hunters 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  hunting 
the  three  (3)  day  either-sex  season.   These 
hunters  killed  twenty  four  (24)  deer  consisting 
of  thirteen  (13)  bucks  and  eleven  (11)  doe. 
The  deer  were  in  soraewhat  better  condition  this 
year  than  in  previous  years .
